Stains on lavatory basins, caused 
by the driping of taps, are casily re- 
moved with powdered chalk mixed to 
a paste with ammonia.

The Cecling Voth In Winter, 

A very suceessinl winter figut can 
ye waged- on the codling moth, the 
very worst enemy-known to apple 
growers, sald Daniel Shank at a meet- 
ing of apple growers. The first move 
for winter work {s to see that every 
eull or wormy anple left in the orchard 
at gathering time is removed, either 
by allowing the bogs a free rim Jn 
the orchard for a few days, or Iet the 
sheap do the work, but by al} means. 
have every apple eaten up by the 
stock. Many coccons of the codling 
moth will pass the winter under teaves. 
and rubbish and wader the loose scales 
of bark on the tree trunks and 
e trees, We find them 
in what Is known as the chrysalis 
stage, enwrapped in a silken shield, 
which is securely fastened to what 
ever it may chance to lodge upon. This 
shield is Impervious to water when 


above the ground, but when dislodga@- 


it is easily killed by freezing and thaw- 
tng. One of the worst places on the 
farm for shielding the codling moth is 
in our cellars) By a eful. examine 
ation of the boxes and barrels used 
for «torjng apples you will readily Gud 
great“humbers of these coeoons se 
curely fastened in the corners of the 
boxes and along the joints in the bar. 
Tels and ofttimes you cag find them 
on the ecllar walls and around the 
windows and doors of the cellar. In 
this case nearly every worm will dew 
velop a full-Redged moth, as there is 
not much danger of its getting de.

Where Metals Boil. 

Krafft bas determined the boiling 
pojlot of certain metals by the use of 
vessels of quartz heated by an electric 
furnace. Zine sublimes below S00 de- 
grees and at O40 degrees distills fairly 
quick.- The. corresponding  tenipera- 
tures for cadmium are 822 degrees and 
448 degrees. Selenium distills quickly 
at 380 degrees, tellurium at 550 degrees, 
boiling being observable at 585 degrees. 
Lead boils rapidly and distills at 1,160 
degrees. ‘Tin proves very refractory, no 
distillation occurring even at 1,100. At 
60% degrees antimony sublimes slowly 
and at 775 to 780 degrees distills rapid- 
ly. Sublimation of bismuth commenced 
at 540 degrees; the sublimate ‘assumed 
the form of drops at 930 degrees, “and 
the metal boiled briskly at 1,050 de- 
grees. A slight mirror of silver ap- 
peared at 1,090 degrees, and rapid vap- 
orization proceeded at 1.840 degrees. 
Copper and gold boil at too high tem- 
peratures to be examined even in silica. 
With the former a slight amount of 
sublimate formed at 1.315 degrees: with 
the latter extremely Uttle vapor arose 
even at 1375 degrees, which is near 
the polut at which the resistance of 
silica breaks down.—Sclentific Amert- 
can, :
